The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Glen  Park 
Association  will  be  held  on  the  2nd  Tuesday 
in  February  —  February  14th,  1989  —  in 
the  Recreation  Center  Auditorium  at  7:30 
p.m.  sharp.

Recognizing  that  our  Annual  Meeting 
would  fall  on  a  special  day,  your  Board 
discussed  whether  or  not  a  rescheduling 
was  in  order.     On  a  close  6-5  vote,  it  was 
decided  to  keep  the  date  —  but  to  make  it 
as  pleasant  as  possible.     Expect  heart 
cookies  and  other  romantic  delights,  in 
addition  to  elections  and  annual  reports.

As  noted,  officers  and  chairs  will  give 
brief  reports  on  what  they've  been  doing 
in  the  past  year,  their  plans  for  this 
year,  and  solicit  suggestions  and  problems 
from  you  our  neighbors,  as  well. 

This  meeting  is  designed  to  give  a 
broad  overview  of  the  general  issues  we 
face  as  a  neighborhood,  and  provides  an 
opportunity  to  officers  and  chairs  to  en- 
sure their  activities  are  reflecting  the 
neighborhood's  views.

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Park  Views 


In  October,  the  first  annual  Friends  of 
Glen  Canyon  Park  cleanup  netted  a  half-ton 
of  trash.     That's  1000  pounds  of  paper, 
plastic  bottles  and  cans,  and  general  junk 
that  littered  our  otherwise  spectacular 
natural  wilderness. 

Amazingly,  reports  Dawn  Murayama,  the 
total  was  LESS  this  year  than  in  previous 
cleanups.     She  attributes  it  to  the  on-going 
routine  established  by  the  Friends  and 
others  of  carrying  a  bag  with  them  when 
they  hike,  walk  their  dog,  or  do  nature 
study.     In  addition,  earlier  in  the  year 
Rec  &  Park  had  removed  the  engines  and 
stoves  which  people  had  dumped  into  the 
creek. 

Not  only  was  cleanup  day  a  success,  it 
was  great  fun.     All  ages  showed  up  —  40 
people  from  toddlers  to  grandparents  who 
worked  together  for  two  solid  hours . 

Earlier  in  the  week,  Glenridge  Nursery 
School  tots  did  their  part.  They  cleaned 
up  the  area  around  the  school  —  and  then 
made  a  beautiful  rainbow  out  of  the  trash. 


Credit  for  the  event's  success,  says 
Dawn,  belongs  to  Jean  Conner  and  Jane  Brass- 
field,  coordinators  of  the  event.  Special 
thanks  also  go  to  the  Glen  Park  Merchants 
Association  who  donated  refreshments,  and 
to  Rec  &  Park  for  bags  and  a  dump  truck. 

Playground  update.     Our  new  playground 
is  finally  in  place,  and  already  it's  a 
big  hit  with  the  children.     Dawn  reports 
that  the  Friends  have  asked  that  vines  be 
planted  along  the  chain-link  fence,  to 
soften  the  effect.     Passiflora  has  been 
suggested,  which  would  be  gorgeous. 

Retirement .     Tony,  the  Park's  longtime 
gardener,  retired  last  month  and  will  be 
genuinely  missed.     For  now,  temporary  gar- 
deners will  handle  chores,  but  the  Friends 
have  a  firm  commitment  from  Rec  &  Park 
that  a  new  permanent  gardener  will  arrive 
in  February.     We  look  forward  to  meeting 
him  or  her.

The  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gard- 
eners (SLUG)  has  some  suggestions  for  city 
gardeners  who  lack  only  a  plot  of  earth. 
1)  Find  5  kindred  spirits  who'd  also  like 
to  garden.     Never  stop  reaching  out  until 
your  neighborhood  is  gardening!     2)  Find  a 
site.     Eyeball  vacant  land,  keeping  in  mind 
sun,  slope  and  soil.     SLUG  has  a  list  of 
vacant  lots  if  you'd  like  some  suggestions. 

3)  Identify  the  owner.     Call  the  asses- 
sors office  at  554-5525  for  help.     4)  Hold 
a  meeting.     SLUG  will  attend  and  help  you 
decide  whether  you  have  the  support  to  car- 
ry out  your  plans.     5)  Secure  the  land. 
SLUG  can  help  you  negotiate  a  lease,  get 
donations  or  even  buy  the  parcel.     They  al- 
so can  help  you  make  sense  of  insurance  and 
paperwork. 

6)  Mobilize  resources  and  money.     Be  a 
scrounger.    Look  for  materials  and  garden- 
ing supplies  you'll  need.     Get  a  business 
to  donate.     Get  yourself  included  in  SLUG's 
funding.     7) Build  the  garden.     (Now  it  be- 
gins to  be  fun!)     SLUG  can  provide  training 
and  supplementary  labor  resources. 

8)  Start  gardening!    Join  SLUG,  use 
their  library,  attend  their  classes,  get  ad- 
vice, seeds  and  supplies. 

One  of  the  most  recent  additions  to  Com- 
munity Gardens  in  our  neighborhood  is  in 
the  200  block  of  Arlington  Street,  formerly 
noted  for  its  collection  of  abandoned  cars. 
We  spotted  squashes,  peas,  beans  (several 
varieties)  and  tomatoes  this  summer,  along 
with  gorgeous  flowers.     Now  in  winter,  the 
brilliant  red  salvia  brightens  the  block.

Parish  Census 


Have  you  paid  your  1989  dues  yet?  Remem- 
ber, if  you  want  to  vote  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  your  dues  must  have  been  received 
no  later  than  January  24th. 


About  25  years  ago  the  Church  of  St. 
John  the  Evangelist,  located  at  19  St.  Mary's 
Avenue,  conducted  the  last  parish  census.  To 
update  the  parish  records  and  assess  the 
needs  of  the  parish  at  this  time,  a  'Mail-It' 
Census  Program  started  in  mid-November. 

The  census  kit  was  mailed  to  every 
household  in  the  area.     Each  kit  contained 
an  introductory  letter,  census  card  and 
other  pertinent  material.     Every  Catholic 
family  has  been  requested  to  return  the 
completed  census  card  promptly  to  St.  John 
the  Evangel  ist  Church.     Non— Catholic  resi- 
dents who  receive  the  Census  Kit  are  asked 
to  either  pass  it  along  to  a  Catholic  friend, 
neighbor,  renter  or  to  simply  discard  the 
material .     This  new  and  unique  mail-type 
census  completely  eliminates  the  need  for 
door-to-door  visits.     The  active  phase  of 
the  census  will  continue  until  Jan.,  1989.
